When: Tom Moody first 
took. office as Columbus 
Mayor almost eight years 
ago, his knowledge of the 
multiplicity of everyday 
problems facing the black 
community. was” minimal 
at’ best.

Moody, however, after a

2. Surrounding himself with responsible black men and 
women such as Ron Poole, Executive Assistant to the 
Mayor, Odella T. Welch, Director of Community Services, 
and others. 

3. As immediate past president of the National League 
of Cities he was exposed to such big city black mayors as 
Maynard Jackson of Atlanta; Kenneth Gibson, Newark, 
N.J.; Richard Hatcher, Gary, Ind.; Tom Bradley, Los 
Angeles, Calif, and Coleman Young of Detroit, all shared 
their common problems with him at various conferences. 

4. He is currently president of the International Union of 
Local Authorities. 

’ 5 He is a_member of the Advisory Board of the U.S. 
Governmental Relations Council which zeroes in on 
urban problems. 

6. He is also a member of the U.S. Conference of Big 
City Mayors’ Advisory Board. Moody's years of exposure 
to the broad diverse problems confronted by the above 
agencies, has been a tremendous help to him and the 
people of Columbus, some observers contend. 

Finally, the 49-year-old Mayor has not welshed on a 
commitment to hold weekly open door sessions with the 
citizens to discuss their problems with him. 
Considering ‘the fact that he made the open door com- 

mitment more than eight years ago, one would be hard- 

put in making a case against his integrity, an essential 
element in the development of an effective public servant.

Turning Into Black Trap’ 


WASHINGTON (NNPA) 
-- The‘liong hoped for 
development of a two-party 
system in the South to 
relieve blacks of their polit- 
ical impotence is turning 
into a sour disappointment 
or worse yet -- a trap proba- 
bly because blacks of the 
region are not going to the 
polls in sufficient numbers. 

The findings of a study 
commissioned by the 
National Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Association (NN- 
PA) -- the Black Press of 
America -- indicate that 
from January through 
August of this year the vot- 
ing record of House 
Républicans of the region 
was worse than that of the 
Democrats on 18 key 
tssues of importance to 
blacks. 

What seems to be hap- 
pening is that although the 
blacks who do go to the
